I,  John  D.  Price  of  Larue  County,  Ky.,  Charles  Price, 
father  was  a  native  of  Larue  County,  bom  and  raised  near 
the  Lincoln  birth  place  in  Larue  Co.,  Ky* 

When  Thomas  Lincoln  moved  from  the  birth  place  of 
Abe  Lincoln  he  moved  about  eight  miles  north  on  the  head  waters 
of  Knob  Creek,    His  close  neighbor  vras  Thomas  Gallaher  the  father 
of  Austin  Gallaher  and  Austin  and  Lincoln  were  great  boy  friends 
and  went  to  school  together  on  Knob  Creek, 

Thomas  Gallaher  got  the  reap  hook  from  Thomas  Lincoln 
and  when  Austin  came  to  manhood  he  married  my  father* s  sister, 
Polly  Price,  which  made  him  my  uncle  by  marriage  ejad  Uncle  Austin 
father  died.    He  lived  and  died  on  his  father*  s  farm.    Many  years 
before  the  Civil  War  ray  father  bought  the  reap  hook  from  uncle 
Austin  and  after  Abe  Lincoln  was  president  of  the  United  States, 
Uncle  Austin  came  to  my  father's  house  one  day  and  said  to  my 
father,  "Charles  have  you  still  got  tlmt  reap  hook  I  sold  you. 
You  know  it  was  Tom  Lincoln's  reap  hook  and  Abe  has  cut  many  a 
weed  with  it  when  he  lived  on  Kiiob  Creek,  and  if  I  had  ever 
thought  that  Abe  would  have  been  president  of  the  United  States 
I  would  not  have  sold  it". 

So  my  father  said,  "7fell,  Austin,  I  will  see  about  it". 
So  jssy  father  kept  the  hook,  so  I  never  heard  them  say  anj^hing 
more  about  it.    I  was  the  only  scai  of  my  father  and  after  my 
father's  death  I  bought  all  of  the  farming  tools  and  that  is  how 
I  became  the  owner  of  the  reap  hook.    In  1906  I  came  to  Louisvill 
to  make  it  my  home  so  I  brought  the  old  reap  hook  with  me.    It  is 
hand  forged  hook  and  shovrs  the  wear  of  several  generations,
